LONDON, March 8.—Prince Sig- 
gard, grandson of King Gustaf V 
of Sweden, and Erika Patzek, 
movie actress and daughter of a 
wealthy Berlin business man, were 
married today. Sigvard is 26 years 
old, his bride 22. 

The Superintendent of the Regis- 
try Office, aided by the Assistant 
Registrar, performed the ceremony. 
Each had only two sentences to 
say. 

Both the Prince and his bride-to- 
be smiled nervously as they drove 


up to the Registry Office in a 
limousine, She was wearing a 
smart navy blue tailored costume, 
with a hat to match, and a spray 
of white orchids on one of _ the 
lapels of her coat. He wore a long 
navy blue overcoat. He was bare- 
headed. 


Unexpected Developments. 

There were a number of unex- 
pected developments. In the first 
place, they were married in the 
large Council Chamber of Caxton 
Hall, instead of in the small Reg- 
istry Office, despite the fact that 
a municipal election was being held 
in the building today. Caxton Hall 
officials arranged everything so 
that the polling would not interfere 
with the wedding. The bride’s 
brother, George Patzek, a German 
lawyer, and George Gordon, Prince 
Sigvard’s attorney, were to have 
been the only witnesses, but two 
unexpécted guests arrived—the It- 
spector-General of Registration 

om Somerset House, Scott Cowan, 
with his wife. Mrs. Cowan is 
Swedish. Then, just before the 
wedding, two Englishmen insisted 
on their rights as British subjects 
to witness the ceremony. Only six 
persons can avail themselves of this 
right, however, and they were final- 
ly persuaded to wait at the en- 
trance to the hall. 


Police Keep Crowd in Order. 


Outside the hall, the street was 
impassable because of the milling 
crowd, but mounted and foot police 
kept order. ~~ 

Witnesses said both the Prince 
and his bride were nervous during 
the ceremony and that her nervous- 
ness was heightened by the — fact 
that she does not speak English 
and had had to learn her lines by 
heart. 

Her statement was: 

“I do solemnly declare I know not 
of any lawful impediment why ‘I, 
Erika Maria Regina Rosalie Pat- 
zek, may not be joined in matri- 
mony to Sigvard Oscar Frederick, 
Prince of Sweden. I call upon these 
persons present to witness that I, 
Erika Maria Regina Rosalie Pat- 
zek, do take thee, Sigvard Oscar 
Frederick, Prince of Sweden, to be 
my lawful wedded husband.” 


The Prince’s vow was similar. 

It was noted that their lines did 
not contain the expression “holy 
matrimony.” 

The Prince put a plain gold band 
on his bride’s finger. It was the 
same ring she had been wearing 
as an engagement ring. Both, ac- 
cording to Swedish custom, have 
rings. 7 

Small Shower of Rice. 


After the ceremony, the Prince 
and his bride made a smooth get- 
away out the main door. The 
Prince laughed and waved his hand 
as he helped the bride into a lim 
ousine, closing the door against a 
small shower of rice. 

The bride’s brother rode back to 
the hotel with them for a private 
lunch. Tomorrow morning the 
newlyweds will depart for a trip 
through the Halian Riviera. 

Shortly after the marriage party 
left Caxton Hall, an official ar- 
rived from the Swedish Legation 
to get a copy of the marriage cer- 
tificate for use in obtaining pass- 
ports for the travelers. — 

In signing the marriage register, 
Sigvard used his title of Prince for 
the last time.

BUT NEVER PAID 


Vice-President of United 
Aircraft at Senate Inquiry 
Calls President’s Plan 
Impractical.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Paul 
Henderson, vice-president of United 
Aircraft & Transport Corporation, 
testified before the Senate air mail 


investigating committee today that 
he had lent $10,000 in 1930 to Chase 
C. Gove, Deputy Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General under W. Irv- 
ing Glover. 

Henderson said in the last year 
or two he had destroyed the notes 
evidencing the loans totaling $10,- 
000. Gove, he said, was a close per- 
sonal friend of long standing. 

“He told me he had been gam- 
bling in the stock market with all 
the money he had in the world,” 
Henderson explained. 

Henderson, a former Assistant 
Postmaster-General, previously haa 
termed impractical President 
Roosevelt’s proposals for return of 
the air mail to private carriers un- 
der new terms. 

Asked about the feasibility of a 
six-months’ qualification period for 
mail bidders, as proposed by the 
President, Henderson asserted at 
least a year would be ‘required to 
build up a smooth-running organi- 
zation. 

Illustrating his contention avia- 
tion companies must plan over a 
long period, Henderson said a Unit- 
ed subsidiary had developed two 
planes better than any now used 
by the system, but that about two 
and one-half years would be re 
quired to get them into service.

Loans. 
Henderson said on. Oet. 10 he in- 


dorsed notes for Gove at the Dis- 
trict National Bank totaling $3000. 
On Nov. 10, he said, he indorsed 
an additional $2000, and on Dec. 23 
lent him $5000 directly. In the 
meantime, he said, he had instruct- 
ed the bank to charge the prior 
notes to his account. 

Henderson explained stocks were 
going down so that he feared the 
notes would not be paid and did 
not want his name attached to an 
unpaid note at the bank. Hender- 
son said none of che loans had ever 
been repaid. 

Gove, Henderson testified, wanted 
to give him a $10,000 second mort- 
gage on his home, but that he 
would not accept it. 

Offered Mortgage on Hone. 

Henderson said he told Gove: “I 
know if you ever get $10,000 you'll 
pay me.” 

Henderson said Gove had been 
in the department when he took of- 
fice then. Gove’s ability, Hender- 
son said, was such that he promot- 
ed him to chief clerk in six months. 

Henderson, explaining the loans, 
said: “I became very fond of him 
personally and an unusual friend- 
ship existed between us.” 

Henderson denied that he had 
been a partner in Gove’s stock ac- 
count, but conceded that he had 
told Gove he ought to share in 
some of the profits if any were 
made, 

“Gove came to me almost with 
tears in his eyes,” he said, “and 
wanted to give me a second mort- 
gage on his home.”

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Presi- 
Went Roosevelt unexpectedly has 
gsked Congress for legislation to 
return air mail carrying to private 
carriers on a radically revised basis. 
' The President, in a letter dis- 
patched suddenly to the Capitol 
last night, suggested speed in let- 
ting new contracts. And to “avoid 
evils of the past,” he proposed these 
ideas for legislation: | 

Competitive bidding for contracts 
not to exceed three years, with 
fixed maximum compensation; can- 
celiation as a penalty for non-com- 
petitive agreements, and a six 
months’ qualifying period after con- 
tracts are awarded. 

He proposed that future handling 
of air mail routes and pay be 
placed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and that com- 
panies with subsidiaries be barred. 
He also would rule out the transfer 
or sale of contracts, and excessive 
salaries in contracts. 


A Controversial Point. 


One suggestion appeared certain 
to’ be surrounded by considerable 
Roosevelt said: 

“Obviously also no contract should 
be made with any companies, old 
or new, any of whose officers were 
party to the obtaining of former 
circumstances 
which were clearly contrary to good 
faith and public policy.”

Text ot Letter. 

The text of President Roosevelt’s 

etter follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Chairman: 

~ “Our domestic air mail contracts 
have been canceled. The Army Air 
‘Corps is temporarily carrying the 
‘air mail. I believe we should make 
‘new contracts with commercial air 
‘carriers as soon as possible to car- 
‘ry the greater part of our air mail. 

“To protect the public interest 
‘and to provide for new. contracts on 
a basis of honest payment for hon- 
‘est service, I suggest new legisla- 
‘tion on this subject. 

“We must avoid the evils of the 
‘past, and at the same time encour- 
‘age the sound development of the 
‘aviation industry. 

“I suggest that new air mail con- 
tracts be let for a period not ex- 
‘ceeding three years on full, open 
and fair competitive bidding, with 
a limitation of the rate of compen-

“Any combinations, 
‘or understandings intended to pre- 
competitive bidding 
should be prevented and such ac- 
tion should be a basis for cancel- 
ation of contracts.

United Aircraft Payments Stopped 
as Early as Jan. 1. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 8. — The 
Justice Department was studying 
air mail contracts as early as Jan. 
1, the Black investigating commit- 
tee learned yesterday, and on the 
order of Attorney-General Cum- 
mings, payments to the United Air- 
craft and Transport Co. were 
stopped on that date.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—Charg- 
ing that “the introduction and vote 
on the Vinson navy bill is a confes- 
sion of failure of the recovery pro- 
gram,” the People’s Lobby, of which

B COMPLAINTS OF TIRE 
DEALERS HEARD 


Federal Trade Commission 
Told About Sears, Roe- 
buck Competition. 


The Federal Trade Commission’s 
hearing on an alleged discrimina- 
tory trade agreement between the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. and 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. was resumed 
in the Federal Building today, with 


independent tire dealers continuing 
to testify that they were unable to 
Goodyear tires profitably in 


Horace G. Buckley, president of 
Buck-Lee Tires, Inc., 3323 Wash- 
ington boulevard, was the first wit- 
ness of the day. He asserted that 
“price is the dominant factor in tire 
sales today,” and said that the com- 
petition of the Sears, Roebuck Co., 
had driven him “out of the individ- 
ual and into the commercial field.” 
Eighty-five to ninety per cent,of the 
sales in the commercial field, Buck- 
ley said, are of truck tires. 

Eight witnesses testified yester- 
day in support of the Government’s 
contention that the rubber company 
sells tires to the mail order com- 
pany more cheaply than they can 
be bought by competitors, in viola- 
tion of the Clayton Anti-Trust Act. 

After al) had testified their keen- 
est competition came from Sears, 
Roebuck, attorneys for the rubber 
company sought to show on cross- 
examination that the witnesses’ 
business was affected also by com- 
petition from department stores and 
other groups of chain stores han- 
dling tires and automobile acces- 
sories. — 

Harry White, president of Mer- 
chants’ Tire Co., 4710 Washington 
boulevard, sa'd his company’s sales 
dropped from $260,000 in 1927, the 
year before Sears, Roebuck opéned 
their St. Louis stores, to $119,000 in 
1933. 

Elmer A. Winn, operating a serv- 
ice station at 7264 Manchester ave- 


@jnue, said his sales declined from 


$95,000 in 1929 to $51,000 last year, 
due largely to competition from 
Sears, Roebuck. 

Cross-examination by Goodyear 
counsel was designed to show that 
the depression, tire price wars and 
competition from other companies 
contributed to the loss of business. 

Walter Fientgen, proprietor of 
the Ivanhoe Auto Supply Co., 3203 
Ivanhoe avenue, expressed the 
opinion that the Goodyear All-State 
tire, distributed by Sears, Roebuck 
was a product as good or better 
than the Goodyear Pathfinder tire, 
which he said independent dealers 
had to sell at higher prices in or- 
der to make a profit.

NEW YORK, March 8 —United 
States Circuit Judge Julian W. 
Mack declined yesterday to dissolve 
the Sugar Institute, an associa- 
tion of 15 large refiners of import- 
ed cane sugar, but ruled in favor 
of the Government’s contention that 
many of the institute’s practices 
violated the Sherman anti-trust law. 
After denying the Government’s 
petition to dissolve the institute, 
Judge Mack sustained allegations 
that methods of price-fixing, grant- 
ing freight rebates, storage charges 
and distribution are discriminatory. 
In a 200-page decision, he said 
“most of the relief demanded by 
the Government must be granted.” 
He ordered decrees, embodying his 
findings, to be submitted for his 
signature. 

The Government’s petition con- 
tended that activities of the insti-\ 
tute were discriminatory and that — 
they increased the price of sugar 
to consumers beyond justifiable 
levels. Dissolution was requested 
because of alleged anti-trust law 
violations.

The, refiners said the institute 
was organized to eliminate secret 
discrimination, fraud and waste, 
Judge..Mack said the organization 
had gone, much farther than neces- 
sary to accomplish those ends. : 

Pointing out in his decision that 
the sugar industry has not adopted 
an NRA code, Judge Mack added 
that his decrees would be subject 
to modification when the refiners 
agree to a code, problems which 
refiners cited as justification for 
adoption of the ‘stitute’s own 
code of ethics, he noted, “are neith- 
er fancied nor slight.”

ing the Saar Valley in a recent Sun- 
day issue gives proof of such obvious 
ignorance of the actual existing and pre- 
Vailling conditions in said territory that 
it challenges an answer in order to pre- 
vent your readers from being misled on 
60 vital a question. , 

It must be said that the Saar Valley is 
as purely German as the City of Wash- 
§ngton and her surrounding territory are 
American. The 650,000 inhabitants of the 
Saar Valley belong to the most loyal peo- 
ple Germany ever had, and the German 
character of this territory has never been 
subject to any doubt by anyone. 

If the Versailles Treaty, distegarding 
the 14 points of the Wilson program and 
also disregarding all international legal 
principles about the right of self-deter- 
mination of the peoples, intends to treat 
650,000 Germans in the same manner as 
the inhabitants of a colonial territory in 
Africa without a parliament of their own, 
but instead ruling them by a Government 
consisting entirely of foreign members, 
then this is only another one of the deep- 
ly regrettable mistakes of the Versailles 
Treaty, which has never been ratified by 
the American Government. 

But all the suppressions of the last 14 
years have not succeeded in alienating 
the Saar people from their fatherland. In 
1935 they will, notwithstanding their 
party affiliations, vote in one body for 
the return to Germany. The creation of 
the German front in Saarbruecken, to 
which all parties have voluntarily subor-

For State Sale of Liquor. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

O good reason exists why the good 
N people of Missouri should not have 
real liquors at popular prices instead of 
the poor grade of blended stuff now 
sold to the public. it is to be hoped Mis- 
souri will see its way clear to amend the 
present State Liquor Control Act to pro- 
vide for the sale of intéxicating liquors 
in State stores. JOHN D. KNAPP, 
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Republican Aldermen, aided atid abetted by the 
brewers, are evidently planning to make a party issue 
of the proposed tax of 2 cents a gallon on 5 per cent 
beer made in St. Louis for sale in the city. Their 
position is indefensible. One of the most powerful 
influences for repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
was the expectation that it would yield rich revenues 
to nation, State and city, thereby helping to ease the 
 burdert of other taxes. This expectation must be met, 
or brewers and distillers will witfless a revulsion 


take over the retail liquor business. | 

The situation in St. Louis is a peculiar one. Wh 
the 3.2 beer bill was pending before the Legislature, 
lobbyists for the brewers succeeded in writing into 
it a provision forbidding eities from taxing 3.2 beer. 
This provision still holds good. Hundreds of saloons 
are operating in St. Louis, ostensibly as 3.2 beer ven- 
dors, for which privilege they pay a State permit fee 
of only $10. Under cover of the 3.2 permit, they are 
dispensing hard Uquors. It is going to be a terrific 
job to hunt them down. , 

tinless St. Louis is ruthlessly policed to keep liquor 
sellers from hiding behind their 3.2 permits, the city 
is going to lose hundreds of thousands in revenue. 
Unserupulous liquor sellers will make every effort to 
avoid paying the $300 city license fee, plus the $300 
State license fee, and to get by on the $10 3.2 permit. 
Moreover, since 3.2 beer is legally non-intoxicating, 
places in which it is sold are not subject to closing 
hours that must be observed by those operating under 
the new liquor control law. 

~Mayor Dickmann rightly feels that the exemption 
of 3.2 beer from city taxation is unjust and has cre 
ated a very difficult situation, and that the brewers 
should be willing to pay a reasonable gallonage tax 
on beer of higher alcoholic content. The tax, it should 
be emphasized, is not to be levied on export beer, 
as it is claimed that would place St. Louis breweries 
at a disadvantage compared with breweries in other 
cities. It is to be levied only on beer made for sale 
in the city. 

It is expected that the gallonage tax will yield 
$250,000 a year, and that this money will be devoted 
to retiring the city’s bonded indebtedness, thus re- 
lieving real estate of an added burden which it must 
otherwise assume. | 

Before prohibition, the city’s annual revenue from 
the liquor traffic approximated $1,500,000. It was 
hoped, following repeal of the eighteenth amendment, 
that the city would obtain at least a million dollars 
a year from liquor fees and taxes. At present, the 
city stands to collect a mere $300,000. With the gal- 
lonage tax, this figure would be increased to $550,000 
or $600,000. 

We trust the Republican Aldermen—and it is re- 
ported that some of the Democratic members are 
also leaning toward the brewers’ point of view—are 
not going to raise the specious plea that, by resisting 
the gallonage tax, they are defending the poor man’s 
right to buy beer at 5 cents a glass. The gallonage 
tax will make very little, if any, difference in the 
retail price of beer. It is a tax, as a matter of fact, 
that the breweries should meet themsélves and prob- 
ably will meet themselves. It is a fair and just tax, 
particularly so when it is considered that the brew- 
eries have obtained the extraordinary gift of exemp- 
tion from all city taxes on 3.2 beer. 

If the brewers and distillers have the notion that 
repeal was the signal for them to evade their re 
sponsibilies to the nation, State and city, and to ex- 
ploit the American people to enrich themselves, they 
are in for prompt disillusionment. There is already 
much dissatisfaction over the tremendous profits in 
the liquor trade being rolled up through high prices | 
for inferior products. There are ominous rumblings 
in Congress about the newly-formed Whisky Trust 
and the daring tactics of the breweries’ lobbies. We 
had enough of that sort of thing before prohibition. 
It was the history of the liquor trade itself that gave 
the Anti-Saloon League the despotic power that it 
wielded over this country for 13 years. 

If the brewers and distillers are going to try to 
revive the racket they worked before prohibition, 
they will be given short shrift. The country is in no 
mood, now that racketeers of all kinds are fleeing 
from the nation’s wrath, to countenance the resunip- 
tion of one of the oldest and most malodorous of 
all rackets. . 

And the people of St. Louis, particularly small 
home-owners, who face a large tax rise unless the 
city gets a decent revenue from the liquor business, 
will strike hard at any political group which permits 
itself to be dominated by the liquor magnates. 

We urge the Aldermen to pass the galloiage tax 
and thereby serve notice on the brewers that they are 
not in control of the city government. 

“REPRESENTATION” ON THE SUPREME COURT. 

Writing in the Chicago Daily Tribune, Parke Brown 
points out that Illinois, Missouri, Indiana, Iowa, 
Michigan and Wisconsin—a group of states which are 
“unrepresented” on the United States Supreme Court 
—have a population of 31,397,000, as against the 26,- 
469,000 of New York, Massachusetts and Pennsyl- 
vania, from which Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Cardozo, Stone, Brandeis and Roberts were appointed. 

With this as a starting point, Mr. Brown then goes 
on to reveal the much more striking contrast between 
the figures for the “unrepresented” states he names 
and for Utah, Wyoming, Tennessee and Minnesota, 
these being the states from which Justices Suth- 
erland, Van Devanter, McReynolds and Butler were 
named. The latter four states together have only 
5,913,000 people, much less than the population of 
Illinois. From these figures, Mr. Brown concludés: 
“Illinois and its neighbor states want one of the nine 
memberships of the United States Supreme Court.” 

These facts may be interesting; they fail to take 
into account the most important of considerations. 
This is that the seats on the supreme bench tran- 
soend geography. The geographical element does not 
.make an appointment good or bad. Never was this 
better demonstrated than during the Hoover admin- 
istration, Mr. Hoover made a bad appointment when 
he named Judge Parker of North Carolina, despite the 
fact that Judge Parker, who failed of confirmation, 
came from a section which is “unrepresented” in the 
Tribune sense. On the other hand, Mr. Hoover made 
an exceptionally fine appointment when he chose Jus: 
tice Cardozo, notwithstanding the fact that it placed 
a third New Yorker on the court. | 

It was the manifest unfitness of the one nominee 
and the eminent qualifications of the other which 
made the difference in the Parker and Cardozo cases, 
and it is this same equipment or lack of it which 
should always be the determining factor. Missouri 
would be better off with a Supreme Court of nine

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GUARDING CIVIL LIBERTIES IN ST. LOUIS. 

The maintenance of our Constitution’s Bill of 
Rights rests in large Measure on vigilance as to its 
observance, a function to which the American Civil 
Liberties Union is dedicated. The St. Louis Civil Lib 
erties Committee is admirably discharging its share 
of this important work, as its recently issued report 
for 1933 discloses. 
No less than 650 persons, arrested here in violation 
of civil liberties, were released last year by the ef- 
forts of this body. These arrests were largely in con- 
nection with labor activities, for actions within the 
guaranteed freedom of the individuals concerned. 
Thus, almost 300 persons were taken in custody in 
connection with the nut pickers’ strikes, in one in- 
stance for no greater offense than carrying sand- 
wiches to pickets. In obtaining release of these per- 
sons, none of whom had*to pay a fine or serve a 
sentence, the committee underwrote bonds totaling 
$75,000. Not a cent of this was forfeited, indicating 
that the committee is defending honorable persons. 

Even granting to the police the best of intentions, 
it is not always easy to distinguish on the scene 
between legitimate protest and picketing, on the one 
hand, and disturbance of the peace, on the other. It 
is fortunate that this alert organization stands ready 
to plead the case of persons who might otherwise 
lack defense. The rights of the humblest and most 
unorthodox are just as sacred as those of the most in- 
fluential and strictly-conforming citizens. 
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ANOTHER FOR PUBLIC OPINION. 

Publie opinion wins again. This time it is the res- 
ignation of Arthur F. Mullen as Democratic National 
Committeeman from Nebraska. Before Mullen, three 
other Democratic National Committeemen had quit— 
J. Bruce Kremer of Montana, Robert H. Jackson of 
New Hampshire and former Gov. 0. Max Gardner of 
North Carolina. On the heels of Mullen’s resignation 
comes that of Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, as committee- 
woman from Wyoming, although there had been no 
criticism of her continuing-to hold that post after 
being made Director of the Mint. 

To the political lawyers clients came in droves. In 
employing such attorneys the clients got more than 
legal knowledge. They got political influence. - Here 
were lawyers in high favor with the ruling powers. A 
litigant before a governmental department had, in 
sich an advocate, a friend in court. It took on the 
color of a scandal. More than one departmental head 
was embarrassed. Publicity went to work. Popular 
reaction was instantaneous. The President spoke. He 
recommendéd legislation disqualifying men in high 
party office for practicing before the departments. The 
bill is pending. Its purpose is permanently to cure an 
evil which public opinion has already corrected. 

It is an old evil. The country saw an instance of 
it recently in the case of Senator Smoot’s son, who 
collected a number of fat fees from enterprises in- 
terested in departmental rulings. Young Smoot had 
no political influence of his own to sell; as his 
father’s son, he had political prestige de luxe. 

The arts of Washington life are many and devious. 
They may never be wholly eradicated. As the cynical 
intellectual of Kansas, John J. Ingalls, remarked,

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HINSDALE COUNTY FOLDS UP. 

From the standpoint of theory, all the arguments 
have long been in favor of county consolidation, 
with its certainty of greater economy, efficiency and 
convenience. As the United States Chamber of Com:- 
merce has stated the case, it is “absurd to preserve 
in the present day such archaic geographital limits 
as were suitable for rural communities in an age de 
void of improved highways, automobiles and tele- 
phones.” But political influence usually has been 
great enough to prevent a step that would extinguish 
a complete set of officials, and sever them from pay- 
rolis and power. A catastrophe or shock of some sort 
usually is required to bring about such a consolida- 
tion, as has just occurred in Colorado. | 

That State offers the spectacle of Hinsdale County, 
with a population of 449 citizens. What kept that re- 
markable county and its official staff going? Nothing 
but railroad taxes, for other revenue is scanty, and 
the county holds tax sale certificates on much of the 
land under its jurisdiction. Now that the railroad has 
obtained permission to abandon its line in Hinsdale 
County, the county faces the day of reckoning. Mer- 
ger with a neighbor is the only way out, and passage 
of a State law to make it possible is being urged.

A Primer for Roosevelt Critics 


New Deal is neither Communist nor Fascist, as critics variously charge, but simply 
a rational effort to revive employment and buying power, writer says; Roosevelt 
is trying to save capitalism, but chief obstacle is shown to be its apparent deter- 
mination to wreck itself; drastic remedies may be necessary to gain the objective. 


R. ROOSEVELT’S show has been on 
Meer a year now. It has had a good run 

and on the whole a good press. The 
major characters are a little better than 
adequate and Mr. Roosevelt is a hit in the 
lead. He is generally acknowledged to be 
the best actor on the American stage. 

All this being true, # is odd that so few 
people seem to know what the show is really 
about. We do know. And because we do, 
we thought we ought to contribute to Gen. 
Johnson's symposium. We not only under- 
stand the plan and purpose of the thing, 
but we have two or three changes that we 
think would improve it. 

First, however, let us clear up some of the 
obvious confusions of our fellow commen- 
tators. That well-known critic, Mark Sulll- 
van, for example, believes that “The New 
Deal” is a Red show. Mr. Roosevelt, he 
thinks, plays the role of Stalin with a cast 
of assorted Bolsheviks mostly named Tug- 
well to support him in his effort to expro- 
priate private industry and economically exe- 
cute leading bankers and other pillars of 
the temple. Nobody in the play is being 
told what is going on. They are just going 
to wake up.in the last act and find them- 
selves collectivized. Even then, Mr. Sullivan 
is afraid they may not be told. He doesn’t like 
mystery shows. They give him the creeps. 

Then there is Dramatic Critic Mike Gold. 
Mr. Gold is a very dramatic critic and be- 
lieves that “The New Deal” is a Fascist 
play. Mr. Roosevelt, a mixture of Mussolini 
and Hitler and the late Czar, is planning to 
liquidate Mike Gold and thé working class 
and the small business man and the con- 
sumer. (Mr. Gold doesn't mind the last half 
of this program.) The President is sur- 
rounded by a bunch of Nazis named Johnson 
or Morgenthau, and he is secretly establish- 
ing a totalitarian state.

There are friendly critics, but they are 
naturally less amusing. Some of them ad-

Next, he had to induce industry to abol- 
ish child labor and decrease hours of work 
and pay a minimum wage and stop cut- 
throat competitive tactics. This required a 

system of rules, which were drawn up and 
are being administered by the NRA. Do 
these codes constitute Communist control of 
industry? We do not think they do. He 
also had to try to prevent farmers from 
going out of business entirely, so he estab- 
lished another set of rules intended to limit 
production and raise prices. Does this mean 
the nationalization of agriculture? Not yet. 

In other words, the President was eager 
enough to have capitalism survive, but he 
believed it could not survive unless it were 
so regulated that most people could buy the 
things the factories would produce in im- 
pressive quantities the minute most people 
could buy them. And since Mr. Sullivan's 
system wasn't bright enough to regulate it- 
self, Mr. Roosevelt decided to do it instead. 
That is all. It seems simple and it ‘also 
seems odd that so many people should mis- 
interpret these clear and obvious intentions.

Now to do what Mr. Roosevelt set out to 
do required a few very fundamental altera- 
tions in the economic relationships of the 
country. First, it is clear, wealth could nev- 
er again be allowed to flow in the same pro- 
portions into the pockets of capitalists and 
of working péople. If capitalists got the 
same old proportion, they would almost cer- 
tainly use it in the same old way—namely, 
a*ter eating all they could and living in as 
many houses and countries and sailing in 
as many yachts as possible, they would use 
it to build up a still larger and more pro- 
ductive industrial plant. And they would 
do this déspite their experience of the pain- 
ful cofisequences that follow the mass pro- 
duction of gooés that cannot be bought.. - 

Knowing this, Mr. Roosévelt decided that 
hereafter a better balance must be main- 


less into dividends and thus tack into in- 
dustry. The consequences that logically fol- 
low upon this decision represent a major 
change in the structure of capitalism. If they 
actually took place, they undoubtedly would 
alter the old thing so that its best friends 
—like Mr. Sullivan—would have to be par- 
doned for not recognizing it; or even for 
mistaking it for Communism. But it would 
not be Communism. It would be planned 
capitalism, and if it worked, it would be 
the only thing that could possibly save Mr. 
‘Sullivan's favorite system. : 

So far, it has not worked. The fundamen- 
tal alterations in the economic relationships 
of the country have not successfully been 
made. And so, in spite of same improve 
ment in business and a very few million 
men back at work, the chance of the serious, 
thoroughgoing revival of activity which is 
necessary to bring about a state of health 
in the economic system still seems remote. 

_ The reason is not far to seek. The capital-. 
ist system is not going to be saved if it 
can possiLly help it. It seems determined, 
with a sort of idiot cunning, to prevent Mr.

MRS. ROOSEVELT SEES 
THE VIRGIN ISLANDS 


Inspects Public Works and 
Hears of Improved Condi- 
tion of People. 


By the Associated Press. : 
ST. THOMAS, Virgin Islands, 
March 8.—Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt today swiftly circulated 
through the Virgin Islands to see 
what the public works program had 
brought to the island possession. 
She and her party visited St. Croix, 
returning this afternoon and de- 
parting for San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
where they will spend tonight. 
She went swimming at 7:30 a. m., 
then she and her party visited the 
lofty, buttressed “Bluebeard Cas- 
tlé” where Federal money is now 
building a hotel to turn the pirate 
lair into tourist dollar: as an aid 
to the impoverished islands. 


She saw the beginnings of farm 
work around Lindbergh Bay, 
watched roads being built, school 
buildings repaired, and swamps 
drained. 

She asked questions to bring out 
the facts on schools, on poverty, 
and on the pressing local problem 
of vagrant, parentless children. 
Officials told her that the activi- 
ties of the last few months had 
resulted in improvements. with 
which nothing else since the islands 
were bought in 1917 could be com- 
pared. Federal flour, butter and 
pork are feeding the poor. 


Mrs. Roosevelt, accompanied by 
Governor Paul Pearson and her 
party, left St. Thomas Island at 
9:30 a. m., for St. Croix, where she 
arrived at 9:58. 


From the plane at St. Croix, Mrs. 
Roosevelt went ashore in a row 
boat. 

A bottle of 45-year-old St. Croix 
rum “to take to the President,” was 
given to her. 

She walked up the street ‘to a 
band stand under an arch of sugar 
canes, held aloft by native girls. 
At the band stand she made a 
short speech saying: “The Presi- 
dent has the welfare of the Virgin 
Islands very much at heart.” 


Before her swim this morning, 
Mrs. Roosevelt and Gov. Paul 
Pearson skipped rope on the beach. 
Hundreds of native women gath- 
ered about and Mrs. Roosevelt told 
them: “I hope you feel as long as 
my husband is in office you have 
a friend.” 

When she departed in an auto- 
mobile for the airport the assem- 
bled women called: “Kiss Sistie 
and Buzzie for me!” 

“May a crown of glory rest on 
your head with diamonds in it!” 
“God be with you!” 


As the ear departed, many of 
the spectators made the sign of 
the cross. 

A hospital building was named 
for Mrs. Roosevelt yesterday when, 
after making what was called her 
first “real” speech of the tour, she 
began a study.of economic and so- 
cial conditions. The structure, in 
a brief ceremony, was named the 
“Anna Eleanor Building.” 


There was a roar of applause 
when in an address to.a large 
crowd gathered to greet her, Mrs. 
Roosevelt said, “I am happy to 
greet you all and bring you the 
greetings of my husband—the 
President.” She said Mr. Roose- 
velt planned to visit “your very 
beautiful islands” next summer.

Vance Armentrout, acting editor of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, spent 
an hour in jail because he refused 
to tell the name of a person who 
wrote a letter to his paper.

B. Hamilton, who called his con- 
finement illegal and granted a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

A letter signed “A Member of the 
House of Representatives” was 
sent to the Courier-Journal’s “Point 
of View" column. Members of the 
Lobby Investigating Committee of 


reflecting on the integrity of the 
Speaker, 

Hugh Bullitt, chairrian of the 
committee, demanded the name of 
the writer. Armentrout replied that 
the names of persons who write 
letters to the editor are kept con- 
fidential if they desire it. 

“I wish I could conscientiously 
give you the name,” he said, “I 
simply cannot do it in justice to 
persons who write confidential let- 
ters to the paper.” 

Judge Hamilton, a former legis 
lator, said the editor was illegally 
confined because the statutes re- 
quire that a person charged with 
contempt by an investigating com- 
mittee shall be granted a trial] or 
allowed legal representation at the 
committee hearing. 

Recommendation that further ac- 
tion be taken against Armentrout 
was made today by the lobby inves- 
tigating committee.

PEORIA, Ill, March 8.—The low 
rumbling of a speeding bowling ball 
followed by the clatter and thun- 
der of falling ten pins will begin 
echoing through the rafters of the 
Peoria State Armory tonight when 
the Thirty-fourth Annual Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress opens. 

The congress continues through 
April 9, thirty-three consecutive 
days, during which more than 7200 
bowlers from all -ections of the 
nation will compete. The 1934 en- 
try list is the smallest since the 
Toledo tournament in 1922, but 
there will be plenty of class. Most 
of the outstanding bowlers of the 
country ~.ill shoot for a share of 
the $57,211 prize money. 

This year’s congress drew 1329 
five-man teams, 2601 doubles teams, 
and 5231 individual entries. Peoria, 
naturally, heads the entry list with 
272 teams, mostly of the booster va- 
riety, with Chicago second with 
157. Other cities with numerous en- 
tries are Detroit, 63 teams; Cincin- 
nati, 43; Cleveland, 42; St. Louis, 
46; Milwaukee, 42; Syracuse, N. Y., 
37; Indianapolis, 20; Columbus, 18, 
and Buffalo, 18 teams.

sanction, check or modification of 
public authority would not be per- 
missible under the decision. ° 

“In view of the explicit prohibi- 
tions In the National Industrial Re- 


olistic practices or the oppression 
of small enterprises,” he continued, 
“it is clear that Congress has not 
authorized any such private regula- 
tion of industry unrestrained by 

public control as would permit pri- 
vate individuals to combine to fix 
prices or to establish such limita- 
tions upon competition, free from 
governmental supervision and .re- 
straint. 


“But I think ft may Be fairly 
argued that the regulation of com- 
petitive practices, including re- 
straints upon harmful price com- 
petition can be authorized under 
codes of fair competition where 
there is adequate public supervi- 
sion to insure protection of the 
public interest. And I think it can 
be further argued fairly that, if we 
find that, in the language of the 
act, ‘abuses inimical to the public 
interest and contrary to the policy 
herein declared are prevalent in 
any trade or industry or subdivision 
thereof, and if no code of fair com- 
petition therefore has theretofore 
been approved by the President,’ 
the President, after such public no- 
tice and hearings as he shall speci- 
fy, May p and approve a 


trade or industry.” 


Appeals. for Co-Operation. 
Richberg contented himself with 
merely stating his conclusions and 
made no threats in his subsequent 
remarks, pointing out that the 
NRA authorities had sought the 
co-operation of American business, 
“feeling assured that such co-oper- 
ation would be for the advantage of 
private.business and in the public 
interest, and that compulsory 
powers should only be exercised to 
compel recalcitrant minorities - to 
conform their practices to the 
standards of fair dealing accepted 
by the overwhelming majority of a 
trade or industry.” 


“There have been,” he said in 
conclusion, “some individuals not 
without influence in the councils of 
large interests who have given only 
a grudging assent to our co-opera- 
tive efforts and who have fortified 
their opposition with a constant 
questioning of the constitutionalitv 
of the law or the validity of its ad- 
ministration. 

“If with a multiplicity of difficult 
questions to decide, we have at any 
time exceeded our authority or 
sanctioned improper administration 
of the law, this has been only the 
result of human frailty, not of con- 
scious purpose or desire to assume 
or to exercise unauthorized powers. 
“But I think we can fairly state 
that up to the present time the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration has 
evinced a better understanding of 
what the law is than those who 
have criticised or sought to ob- 
struct the recovery program. The 
recent opinions of the Supreme 
Court should help to clarify the law 
for those who have had honest 
doubts and should make the task 
easier for those in the recovery ad- 
ministration and in business who 
have sought to bring about a dem- 
ocratice co-operation in promoting 
self-government in industry.”

Audit your assets. Facé your lia- 


bilities. Admit your limitations. De- 
cide how much work you're willing

to be taken. On rare occasions you 
will, though the bidding has been 
opened against you, be able to take 
him immediately to four in his 
suit. This is not so uncommon, as 
the examlpes showed, when your 
double was strategic; but when it 
was distributional, these occasions 
are rare, especially if the opening 
bid was made by dealer or second 
hand. Nevertheless, if you feel that 
the mere possession of four cards 
in that suit will give a finesse or 
drop for game, take the chance of 
going down one and bid the game. 
That is, if you etill wish to have 
your parther play a game contract, 
even if he could not possibly rebid 
if you invited him to do so by a 
raise to three. In other words, if

I think it is 
always reasonable to play the part- 
ner for a queen and if you think 
that with four small trumps and 
an outside queen he is pretty sure 
to make the contract which your 
raise would involve, give it to him. 
If he is weak, you may be saving 
a part score; if he is not so weak, 
this may be the only way of bid- 
ding a game which is easy to make 
but hard to bid.
